BOARD OF TRUSTEE MINUTES 

REGULAR SESSION – JANUARY 27, 2020 

 

 The Board of Trustees met in regular session on January 27, 2020, in the City Hall Council Chambers.  

Chairperson Mike Rozga called the meeting to order at 5:36 pm and on roll call the following members were present: 

Mike Rozga, Adam Voigts and Leslie Forbush. Absent: Jim McClymond. 

 

 The meeting was opened for Public Comment. Al Farris, 811 E Salem, a member of the Sustainability Committee 

and Indianola Green Team, urged IMU to support Grow Solar. Patrick Snell and Jessica Maldonado spoke about the 

Grow Solar Warren County program. 

 

 The consent agenda consisting of the following was approved on a motion by Forbush and seconded by Voigts.  

Question was called for and on voice vote the Chairperson declared the motion carried unanimously.

 September 2019 Treasurer and Financial Reports 

 

 Electric Utility Informational Items – Mike Metcalf, Electric Superintendent, reported on the Electric Utility 

Informational Items which included January 18 power outage. 

 

 Water Utility Action Items – Forrest Aldrich, Veenstra & Kimm, spoke about the Water Facility Storage 

Building Project. He recommended awarding the contract to the low bidder in December; it was noted that all bids were 

rejected so the project must be re-bid. The Board asked staff to look at recommendations for the project and to have a 

resolution setting a bid date on the next agenda. 

 

 Water Utility Informational Items –Water Superintendent, Lou Elbert, reported on the Water Utility 

Informational Items which included work on wells. 

 

 Communication Utility Action Items –  

 This being the time and place fixed for a public hearing on the matter of setting the telecommunication rates, the 

Chair called for any oral objections to the approval of the resolutions to change the telecommunication rates for 

residential and commercial customers. No oral objections were offered, and the Deputy City Clerk reported that no 

written objections had been filed. 

 

  Voigts made a motion and Forbush seconded to approve Resolution No 2020-03, Resolution approving 

telecommunication rate changes for residential customers.  On roll call the vote was, AYES:  Rozga, Voigts and Forbush.  

NAYS: None. ABSENT: McClymond. Whereupon the Chairperson declared the motion carried unanimously and the 

resolution duly adopted. 

 

 Resolution No 2020-04, entitled “Resolution approving telecommunication rate changes for commercial 

customers” was introduced on a motion by Voigts and seconded by Forbush. On roll call the vote was, AYES:  Rozga, 

Voigts and Forbush.  NAYS: None. ABSENT: McClymond. Whereupon the Chairperson declared the motion carried 

unanimously and the resolution duly adopted. 

 

 Communications Utility Informational Items – Kurt Ripperger, Telecommunications Superintendent, updated 

the Board on the Communications Utility Informational Items which included the plan for converting remaining MCG 

customers to IMU Fiber. 

  

Combined Electric, Water and communications Utilities Informational Items  

 General Manager, Chris DesPlanques, gave a FY21 draft budget presentation.  

 

 Other Business 

 At 7:00 pm a motion was made by Forbush and seconded by Voigts to enter into closed session to discuss 

marketing and pricing strategies and proprietary information of the telecommunications division whose competitive 



 

position will be harmed by public disclosure that is not required of potential or actual competitors and no public purpose 

is served by such disclosure, pursuant to Section 388.2(1) Code of Iowa.

NOTICE OF TAKING BIDS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE 2020 VEHICLE STORAGE

Sealed proposals must be filed with the Clerk of the Indianola Municipal Utilities in the 
Council Chambers of the Indianola Municipal Building, 110 N. 1st Street, Indianola, Iowa 
before 2:00 P.M. local time on the 27th day of February, 2020 for the 2020 Vehicle 
Storage Building Project, and work incidental thereto, as described in the plans and 
specifications therefor, now on file in the office of the Clerk.  Proposals will be opened and 
the amount of the bids announced in said Council Chambers by the Clerk at the time and 
date specified above. 
  
Proposals will be acted upon by the Board of Trustees of Indianola Municipal Utilities at 
5:30 P.M. on the 9th day of March, 2020, or at such later time and place as then may be 
fixed. 
 
The work to be done is as follows:  
 
  2020 VEHICLE STORAGE BUILDING PROJECT  
  

Construct pre-engineered nominal 50’x50’ metal building with insulation, concrete 
floor and foundation, doors, overhead doors, mechanical, electrical and 
miscellaneous associated work, including cleanup.  Sitework consists of excavation, 
grading, paving, sanitary sewer service, electrical service and other miscellaneous 
work.   

    
All work and materials are to be in accordance with the proposed plans, specifications, 
form of contract and estimate of cost now on file in the office of the Clerk of said Utilities 
and by this reference made a part thereof as though fully set out and incorporated herein. 
 
All proposals and bids in connection therewith shall be submitted to the Clerk of said 
Utilities on or before the time herein set for said receipt of bids.  All proposals shall be 
made on official bidding blanks furnished by the Board, and any alterations in the official 
form of proposal will entitle the Board, at its option, to reject the proposal involved from 
consideration.  Each proposal shall be sealed and plainly identified. 
 
Each proposal shall be made out on a blank form furnished by the Utility and must be 
accompanied by bid security, as follows: a certified or cashier's check, drawn on a solvent 
Iowa bank or a bank chartered under the laws of the United States or a certified share draft 
drawn on a credit union in Iowa or chartered under the laws of the United States, in an 
amount equal to five percent (5%) of the bid, or a bid bond executed by a corporation 
authorized to contract as a surety in the State of Iowa in a penal sum of five percent (5%) of 
the bid. 



Notice to Bidders 
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The bid security should be made payable to the INDIANOLA MUNICIPAL UTILITIES.  The 
bid security must not contain any conditions either in the body or as an endorsement 
thereon.  The bid security shall be forfeited to the Board as liquidated damages in the event 
the successful bidder fails or refuses to enter into a contract within 10 days after the award 
of contract and post bond satisfactory to the Board insuring the faithful fulfillment of the 
contract and the maintenance of said work, if required, pursuant to the provisions of this 
notice and the other contract documents.  Bidders will use the bid bond form included in 
the specifications. 
 
In accordance with Iowa statutes, a resident bidder shall be allowed a preference as against 
a nonresident bidder from a state or foreign country if that state or foreign country gives or 
requires any preference to bidders from that state or foreign country, including but not 
limited to any preference to bidders, the imposition of any type of labor force preference, 
or any other form of preferential treatment to bidders or laborers from that state or foreign 
country. The preference allowed shall be equal to the preference given or required by the 
state or foreign country in which the nonresident bidder is a resident. In the instance of a 
resident labor force preference, a nonresident bidder shall apply the same resident labor 
force preference to a public improvement in this state as would be required in the 
construction of a public improvement by the state or foreign country in which the 
nonresident bidder is a resident. 
 
Failure to submit a fully completed Bidder Status Form with the bid may result in the bid 
being deemed nonresponsive and rejected.   
 
The Board of Trustees reserves the right to reject any or all bids, to waive informalities or 
technicalities in any bid and to accept the bid which it deems to be to the best interest of 
the Utility. 
 
The Board reserves the right to defer acceptance of any proposal for a period not to exceed 
thirty (30) calendar days from the deadline for submission of proposals.  
 
The successful bidder will be required to furnish a bond in an amount equal to one 
hundred percent (100%) of the contract price, said bond to be issued by responsible surety 
approved by the Board and shall guarantee the faithful performance of the contract and the 
terms and conditions therein contained, and shall guarantee the prompt payment for all 
materials and labor and protect and save harmless the Board from claims and damages of 
any kind caused by the operations of the Contractor, and shall guarantee the work against 
faulty workmanship and materials for a period of two (2) years after its completion and 
acceptance by the Board of Trustees. 
 



Notice to Bidders 
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The work will commence within ten (10) calendar days after the date set forth in written 
Notice to Proceed and shall be fully completed by November 21, 2020.   
 
Liquidated damages in the amount of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) per calendar day will 
be assessed for each day the work shall remain uncompleted after the end of the contract 
period.   
 
A sales tax exemption certificate will be available for all material purchased for 
incorporation in the project. 
 
Payment for said improvements will be made in cash from sale of general obligation bonds 
or notes, water revenue bonds or notes, or from such funds as are legally available for said 
purposes.  Any combination of the above methods of payment may be used at the 
discretion of the Board of Trustees. 
 
Payment to the Contractor will be on the basis of monthly estimates equivalent to ninety-
five percent (95%) of the contract value of the work completed and payments made to 
material suppliers for materials ordered specifically for the project and delivered to the site 
during the preceding calendar month.  Estimates will be prepared each month by the 
Contractor, subject to the approval of the Engineer, who will certify to the Board for 
payment each approved estimate on or before the tenth (10th) day of the following month.  
Such monthly payments shall in no way be construed as an act of acceptance for any part 
of the work partially or totally completed.  Upon completion of the work and its 
acceptance by the Board, the Contractor will be paid an amount which, together with 
previous payments, will equal ninety-five percent (95%) of the contract price of the 
contract.  Final payment of the remaining five percent (5%) will be made not less than 
thirty-one (31) days after completion and acceptance by resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the completed contract, subject to the conditions and in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 573 of the Code of Iowa.  No such partial or final payments will be due until 
the Contractor has certified to the Clerk that the materials, labor and services involved in 
each estimate have been paid for in accordance with the requirements stated in the 
specifications. 
 
Plans and specifications governing the construction of the proposed improvements, and 
also the prior proceedings of the Board of Trustees referring to and defining said proposed 
improvements are hereby made a part of this notice and the proposed contract by reference 
and the proposed contract shall be executed in compliance therewith.
